Mr, Van Wyck —Noarly 100 years

old. A year or two ago Congress was
liberal in the bestowsal of thousands of
dollars for a eentennial celebration at
Newburg, in New York, whero the great
army of the revolution was disbanded
and where probably the most eloquent
document that ever went into Amerioan
literatures wan ciroulated, we remember,
among the « flicors of the Amerioan army,
wherein it was charged that their govern-
ment had been unjust to them, that they
were togo back to their homes, devastat-
ed and blackened by war, their mere pit-
tance of pay to be in curroncy which was
depreciated; and wo recognized the great
porvieos of those men, wo cherished their
memory by testowing thousands to cele-
brate their memory. Yot about or nenr
that time waa the birth of this aged wo-
man, born almost in the shock of the
revolution, and she, | trust, may not be
